‘The World is of the opinion that the 
t projected spectacular cruise of the war- 
ghips in reality masks the ambition of 
Roosevelt to be “forced” by popular 
gentiment into a third term candidacy. 

The editorial follows: 
“What, pray, is the motive or excuse 
for this parade of battleships to the Pa- 
eific? 

“Our relations with Japan? Impos- 
gible. There is less justification for such 
@ demonstration now than there was 
two months ago. Then there might 
. ye been doubt is to Japan's peaceful 
-§ntentions. Now there is none. Every 


“ <American with enough intelligence to 


read and write knows or ought to know 
that nothing is further from the Jap- 
anese purpose than war with the United 
Btates, anc that the internal conditions. 
of the Empire demands peace at any 
price short of ene insult and humil- 
fation. 
Admiral H elf Disapproves. 
“Why, then, is almost the entire ef- 
fective fighting sfeone of the United 
@tates navy to be concentrated “in the 
Pacific, leaving the whole Atlantic Coast 
unprotected? Practice? Absurd. Plen- 
ty of practice can be obtained without 
ing the navy from the Atlantic 
sending $80,000,000 worth of battle- 
ave on an 18,000-mile cruise through 
the dangerous Straits of Magellan—a 
route which the admiral who is to com- 
Mand the fleet publicly disapproves. 
“What other nation would dream of 
Jeaving its most pepulous ports, its mest 
important sea coast and the overwhelm- 
tng bulk of its maritime commerce with- 
out naval protection in order to bottle 
up its sea pewer for months in the 
name of ‘practice?’ Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self, Judged by his past, would be aflame 
‘with indignation if anybody proposed it. 


Mystery in Delay. 

“If the battleships are to go to the 
‘Pacific at all, why is the fleet to wait 
until December before getting under 
‘way? Why this delay of four months? 
_ “Opportunely diverting the attention 
‘wf a country from embarrassing domes- 
‘tie questions is a favorite device with 
‘a certain school of statesmen. Napoleon 
I understood it perhaps better than any 
other man that ever lived. Napoleon 
‘III experimented with it until he had 
exiled himself and wrecked his empire. 
‘Mr. Roosevelt seems bound to have his

RICH MAN'S SUN 
LEADS A DUAL 
LIFE AND RUBS 


Walter Harrington, Carthage, 
Mo., Says He Can’t Ex- 
plain His Acts. 








HIS FRIENDS AMAZED 





Was Captured While Looting 
Express Office at 
Otterville.

JOPLIN, Mo., Aug. 27.—Walter Har- 
rington, 3 years old, son ef Maj. 
Charles O. Harrington, one ‘of the 
wealthiest men in Carthage, pleaded 
guilty here late yesterday to a charge 
of using the mails to defraud and was 
released on $2500 bond, with his father 
as surety. 

Harrington confessed to having robbed 
several express offices. The charge up- 
on which he was arraigned vesterday 
was the robbery of the express office 
at Otterville, where, after a coe 
fight, he was captured by etective 
Walter Kemp last Friday. 

His head was bandaged when he was 
led into court, where Kemp had pum- 
meled him with the butt of a revolver. 

The discovery that he had been lead- 
ing a dual life was a surprise to Har- 
rington’s friends. He has admitted 
that, under a fictitious name, he would 
order merchandise from mail-order 
houses and other establishments, and, 
when informed that the goods had ar- 
rived, he would breal. into the office at 
night. The name he used in the last 
instance was C. N. Steinson. Webb 
City was his headquarters while using 
the name of Steinson. He got his mail 
there. 

Harrington has a wife and two chil- 
dren. They accompanied him to the 
court of United States Commissioner 
E. F. Peyton. Maj. Harrington is pro- 
prietor of a large hotel at Carthage, 
and his son assisted him in its man- 
agement. It is said the younger Har- 
rington always had plenty of money 
and his friends cannot account for his 
resorting to rebbery. He says he can- 
not explain his acts. 

The express offices at Harrisonville 
and other towns are included in his ad- 
missions.

That’s Spanish for “Oh, fudge!” 

The St. Louis Mexican revolutionary 
junta is in trouble again. 

After a St. Louis United States Com- 
missioner let Librado Rivera go, and 
after the marshals at El Paso left the 
Jail door open for Antonio Villareal to 
walk out of, both these dashing young 
revolutionists have “gone and get ar- 
rested” again in Los Angeles. 

With them is Ricardo Flores Magon, 
who got out of Jail in St. Louis so long 
ago that he would have had time to 
have gone to Northeastern Siberja and 
have started a revolution since. 

But the junta is only interested in 
starting revolutions in Mexico. There is 
too much Porfirio Diaz in Mexico, they 
declare. Diaz reciprocates their belief 
to the extent of thinking there is too 
much junta in the United States. 

It is Diaz's plan to hold a little home- 
coming celebration in Mexico City, es- 
pecially for members of the junta. He 
has asked the United States Govern- 
ment to help gather specimens. Strange- 
ly enough, the intended guests object. 
They say there would be fireworks in 
honor of their return, and that some of 
the set-pleces might be of the carbine 
type and might find them blindfolded 
with their backs against a stone wall. 

Dispatches from Washington say that 
the Los Angeles prisoners have a good 
chance of a free excursion to Mexico. 
The Government has about decided that 
there is no other way to lose the 
junta.

Armand Reeder’s Little Heart 
Nearly Breaks When Taken 
From Father.

Little Armand Reeder, 2% years old, 
son of Walter Reeder of 43828 De Soto 
avenue, pleaded with his father not to 
give him up to his mother and cried 
as if his little heart would break when 
he was given to his mother by order of 
Judge Reynolds in the Circuit Court 
Tuesday morning. 

Mrs. Helen Reeder, the» mother, ‘ ob- 
tained possession of Armand on a writ 
of habeas corpus after the child was 
forcibly taken away from her by his 
father Friday night as she held Armand 
in her arms in front of her home, 4303 
De Soto avenue, across the street from 
where her husband has lived with his 
relatives since the Reeders separated 
yast February. 

Decides for Mother. 

After Judge Reynolds had oxprendad 
the opinion that the mother of so 
young a child was its proper custodi- 
an unless she was shown to be un- 
worthy of its custody, he ordered 
Reeder, who stood before the bench 
with little Armand asleep on his 
shoulder, to surrender the child to his 
mother. 

When Armand was handed over to 
his mother he awoke and struggled 
to free himself from her hold, crying 
to his father to take him. The father 
told him he must do as the Judge said 
and go home with his mother. 

Reeder is to be allowed to have the 
boy from 10 to 12 o’clock every Sunday 
norning and from 2 to 5 o’clock one 
Sunday afternoon in the month. ia 
While the attorneys were arguing pre- 
liminary points in the proceedings, Ar- 
mand became restiess and pleaded with 
his father to hurry things up, saying 
he was “impatient.’’ In spite of his 
tender years the child seemed to know 
al: that was going on and told his fath- 
er every two or three minutes that he 
wanted to stay with him and not go to 
l:is mother. 

Mother Weeps in Court, 

Mrs. Reeder sat across the aisle from 
her child and husband, weeping*® as she 
saw little Armand throw his little arms 
about his father’s neck every few sec- 
onds and heard him protest against be- 
ing delivered over to her. 

Over his earnest protestation that he 
be allowed to go home with his father, 
Armand was carried from the Court- 
house, anything but pacified, by mem- 
bers of his mother’s family. 

Two other coer corpus cases, in 
which one parent sought to get posses- 
sion of a child that was in possession 
of the other parent, were on. Judge 
Reynolds’ docket. 

Another habeas corpus case, that of 
George B. Anderson, who sought to get 
possession of his young wife, Mrs. Flor- 
ence Anderson, who, he clahns, is be- 
ing kept from him by her family, was 
dismissed because no one appeared on 
either side. 

Fracell Case Dismissed. 

The Frazell case, in which Grant Fra- 
zell of Columbus, O., sought to get pos- 
session of his l-year-old son, Paul, by 
habeas corpus proceedings against his 
wife, Mrs. Marie Frazell, was dismissed 
when Judge Reynolds was informed that 
a reconciliation had taken place and 
father, mother and gon had left St. 
Louis for their Columbus home together. 

The proceedings of Milo Nichols to 
get possession of his 56-year-old son, 
Earl, was laid over until Thursday 
morning. The child’s mother, Mrs. Iva 
Nichols, now has the child and refuses 
to give it up to the father, who claims 
that the mother is not a proper person 
to have the boy.

Judge Ryors held that Pelloms’ 
charges were too indefinite to wana 
a cause of action against the Prosecu- 
ting Attorney.

In reference to similar affidavits made 
by Pellom against Sheriff Werpel, Judge 
Ryors announced that Prosecuting At- 
terney Johnston had sole jurisdiction. 
Johnston will determine whether they 
ere sufficient. It is understood that Mr. 
Johnston will dismiss this affidavit also. 
If he should take no action, Assistant 
Attorney-General Kennish would have 
the right to take up the case. 

Pellom # 1s remained a mystery ever 
since his a*fidavits were filed at Clayton. 
He has not visited the Court House nor 
have subpoenas, issued by the grand 
jury to obtain his testimony on lid- 
lifting, been served upon him, 

Despite the failure to find Pellom, of- 
ficers of University City who admit they 
employed him to obtain evidence of law 
breaking, persist in the statement that 
they will produce him when the grand 
jury is ready to hear his testimony. 


On Pellom’s Trail. 


Sheriff Herpel of 8t. Louls County 
says that he is still on Pellom’s trail. 
Herpel wants Pellom to explain his 
statement to a downtown business firm 
that he was a deputy sheriff in St. Louis 
County working under the direction of 
the Sheriff. Some time ago Pellom had 
business with an Olive street firm, and 
there stated that he was employed by 
Sheriff Herpel, exhibiting a deputy’s 
badge to bear out his story. In a letter 
to this firm Herpel denied that Pellom 
was connected with the Sheriff's office. 

Weolf Ie Ready, He Says. 

Assistant Attorney-General John Ken- 
nish, Gov. Folk’s appointee to investi- 
gate lid violations in St. Louis County, 
and Francis M. Wolf, appeinted to in- 
vestigate the conduct of County Prose- 
cutor Johnstone's office, were both in 
consultation with Judge Ryors.

Mrs. Joseph fTrechter, a 20-year-old 
bride of four months, is in a precarious 
cendition at the City Hospital from car- 
bolic acid poisoning. She attempted to 
end her life because her husband in- 
sisted on keeping house, instead of tak- 
ing furnished rooms and eating at a 
restaurant. 

The young woman swallowed the acid 
after a quarrel with ‘Trechter early 
Tuesday at Sixth and Gratiot streets. 
He saw her take the bottle from her 
stocking and put it to her lips, and 
attempted to knock it aside. In their 
struggles a quantity of the acid seared 
her face, scarring {t permanently. She 
bit Trechter’s finger in her effort to 
prevent him from saving her life. 

At the City Hospital it was found 
that the young woman had succeeded 
in swallowing a large quantity of the 
acid. The chances are against her re- 
covery, physicians there say. Trechter 
at first gave her name as Marie Foretcn- 
ner, but when she recovered conscious- 
nese she gave it correctly. 

Trechter gave his address as 2713 Rus- 
sell avenue. This is a vacant lot. 
Trechter refused Tuesday to say where 
he lived. He and his wife had quar- 
reled two days ago, he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, about whether they 
should give up housekeeping, and re- 
newed the quarrel Monday evening. He 
said she tried to end her life in the 
same way a year ago, before he be- 
came acquainted with her. 

The nurses at the hospital understood 
that her first name was Arva. Her 
mouth is so badly burned that she 
speaks with extreme difficulty. Trecht- 
@F says her name is Alma.

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ITHE GRENELL FAMILY TEACHING SOME NEW 
CREDIT TRICKS TO SOME OLD SHOPKEEPERS 
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CREDITORS HOLD THE BAG 
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By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Shopkeepers 
of Bay Shore, L. IL, are hunting for a 
“Mrs. E. M. Grenell of Alabama,’’ who, 
they claim, victimized them out of vari- 
ous kinds of eatables, drinkables and 
wearables, not to speak -of coach hire, 
etc. A warrant is out for the woman. 
“Mrs. Grenell’’ and her family were 
traced to 523 West 123d street, only to 
find that they had taken flight 24 hours 
before. They had remained there six 
nights in a furnished flat, for which 
they had paid half a week’s rent. There, 
too, they had lived well, and grocers 
and butchers of the vicinity. have little 
to boast over their country brethren. 
Had the Long Island authorities no- 
tified the New York police of the flight 
of the “Grenells’ the apprehension of 
the mother would have been almost 
certain, for after a week’s trip out of 
the State she and her family returned 
o New York and settled within a mile 
of where they had operated a few 
months before under the alias John- 
son. A reporter was able .to trace the 
family back to 215 West One Hundred 
and Ninth street, where last Christmas 
the mother, daughters and son had 
rented a furnished flat, held high revel 
for two weeks at the expense of the 
local tradesmen, and then had vanished. 
The mother, three of her daughters, 
her son and a boy of 6 got off a Long 
Island train at Bay Shore late one 
evening five weeks ago. Huntington 
and Hempstead are said to have had 
their experiences with the visitors just 
before this time. That s not known 
till later. The women, the pale young 
man and the lUttle boy went to Mul- 
lens Hotel. The women, professing to 
be exhausted, asked for a pitcher of 
cold water. The polite bartender sup- 
plied it and referred the party to a 
friend who kept a hotel on the beach. 


Leased Fine Cottage. 

The ‘“Grenells,” as they introduced 
themselves, Mrs. Lillie Wheeler, the 
oldest daughter, represented to be the 
widowed mother of the littie boy, Jack, 
and the other members of the family, 
lived out of their suit cases for two 
days and thén got into the Girard-Un- 
derhill cottage, on ocean avenue, one 
ot the finest residences on that drive. 
The lease was made to next April, and 
the troupe ‘was admitted immediately 
because of their representations. Mr. 
Grenell, it was said, was on his way 
from Paris, and the family had come 
from Alabama to join him in Bayshore. 
Their auto had been wrecked. The 
money for the entire year’s lease would 
be forthcoming in a few days. 

Anyone who could rent the Underhill 
cottage, though the tradesmen, must be 
all right. Five saddle horses daily were 
ordered and the stout Mrs. Grenell did 
all her shopping in the finest carriage 
in the village—and a negro coachman 
went with it. That was very impress- 
ive. The tradesmen brought out all 
their wares, and the women would 
“buy anything you'd shove at ‘em,” as 
one confessed mournfully. Three col- 
ored servants were soon collected in the 
village. Then came an automobile. 
The grocer didn’t know but it was the 
| Dewonanety private car, or perhaps he 
wouldn’t have sent up four pounds of 
60-cent butter at a time and let his 
bill run above $200 in a fortnight. 


Experiments With Auto, 

The automobile Was sent out by a 
New York agent to be “demonstrated,” 
The chauffeur, after two days, went 
home, and a car of another make was 
ordered. A representative of this com- 
pany living in Bayshore, sent his own 
chauffeur and private car, being in- 
formed that the Grenelis' car had been 
wrecked and they contemplated = ex- 
changing it for one of his make The 
chauffeur, it is asserted, paid the way 
of the entire party into the Bayshore 
horse show, and entertained the wom- 
en all day. Then they said they'd give 
their decision the following Monday— 
which was after they disappeared.

The entire Gre- 
nell family, excepting Brother Frank 
and little Jack, visited the beauty par- 
lor to be equipped with becoming pom- 
padours—“‘pay next Monday.” When 
Sam, the negro butler, “tipped off’’ the 
grocer that there was about to be an 
exodus, Mrs. Reybert was first of the 
creditors to act. The others begged her 
to use diplomacy. Not she! - 

‘“‘My money or my rats,” or words to 
that effect, demanded Mrs. Reybert. 
There was a stormy scene, but she got 
her “rats.’”” A day or two later the 
whole “Grenell’” family vanished.

LONGFORD, Ireland, Aug. 27.—James 
P. Farrell, Irish Nationalist member of 
Parliament for North Longford, and 40 
ofshers were arrested early this morn- 
ing and are now being tried by a special 
court on the charge of taking part in 
“An unlawful assembly likely to cause 
a riot.’”’ 

Mr. Farrell had been holding meetings 
throughout his constituency, at which 
exciting scenes occurred between Na- 
tionalists and members of the Sinn Fein 
Society. In addition, many cattle have 
been driven from the grazing lands dis- 
trict, which, the prosecution alleges, 
was encouraged by Mr. Farrell and 
other speakers. 

Large forces of police are being dis- 
patched here, trouble being anticipated. 
Mr. Farrell is the editor and proprietor 
of the Longford Leader, a Nationalist 
newspaper circulating in the counties of 
Longford, Westmeath, Rosscommon and 
Leitrim, and is the author of a “History 
of the County of Longford.”’ 


LEILA M’LEOD, WELL KNOWN 
HERE, DIES IN ENGLAND 


She Was the Daughter of Rev. Dr. 
McLeod and ‘a Pro- 


fessor. 

The many friends of Dr. and Mrs. 
Thomas B. McLeod were shocked yes- 
terday to hear of the death of their 
only daughter, Leila McLeod, who died 
in Lynton, North Devonshire, England, 
Aug. 10. Dr. McLeod supplied the pul- 
pit of the First Congregational Church 
in this city as pastor for two years. 

He left St. Louis in May last and 
with his wife and daughter sailed for 
England in June to be absent indefi- 
nitely. Miss McLeod was professor of 
History in Vassar College. She re- 
ceived a leave of absence for two or 
three years fer post-graduate work 
abroad. Soon after arriving in St. Louis 
to spend the holidays last winter, Miss 
McLeod was taken ill and on Christmas 
evening was operated upon in St. Luke’s 
Hospital fer a trouble of long standing.

cisco hoodlums to new attacks upon 
Japanese citizens, it will be so much 
more grist for Mr. Roosevelt's mill. The 
Japanese are a proud people who object 
to being assaulted by the playful Amer- 
ican thug. If assaults are committed 
Tokio will protest to Washington. The 
last jingo explosion was touched off by 
such a protest. Another is possible if 
not probable in view of the present 
temper of San Francisco toward the 
Japanese. 

‘With a real or fancied or imitation 
international crisis there would be new 
arguments in favor of Mr. Roosevelt's 


renomination and re-election. From a 
thousand platforms fervid orators would 
explain how the nation more than ever 
needed his strong guiding hand. Thou- 
sands of faithitul Republican editors 
would discourse eloquently on the folly 
of swapping horses while crossing the 
stream, 

“We had refrained from commenting 
on Mr. Roosevelt’s battleship order in 
the hope that some plausible, acceptable 
explanation would be advanced by the 
administration to destroy the circum- 
stantial evidence of mere spectacular of 
mere personal politics. But no such ex- 
planation has been made, If Mr. Roose- 
velt is not using the navy to capture 
delegates to the Republican national 
convention, what is he doing? If he is 
not taking the risk of disturbing peace- 
ful relations with a friendly power in 
order to restore his tarnished political 
prestige on the Pacific: Coast, what is 
he doing? If he is not employing the 
naval power of the United States to 
further his personal political program, 
what is he doing? 

Taft a Mere Sideshow,

VERBAL ORDERS GIVEN TO 
PREPARE FOR LONG CRUISE 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Fresh from 
a conference at Oyster Bay with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Rear Admiral Evans, in 
command of the Atlantic fleet; Rear 
Admiral Brownson, Chicf of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, and Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Newberry confirmed 
the statement made by Secretary Loeb 
Friday that the battleships of the At- 
lantic fleet will go to the Pacific coast. 

This is the first time Newberry has 
admitted it without qualification. He 
stated that the fleet would sail from 
Hampton Roads Dec. 15, and that it 
would consist of 16 batt'eships, six tor- 
pedo boats, four supp'y ‘ships and nine 
colliers. . 

Mr. Newberry today gave verbal in- 
structions to all of the bureaus of the 
Navy Department to make the neces- 
sary preparations for the departure of 
the fleet. This means that the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, the Bureau 
of Equipment, the Bureau of Ordnance 
and Steam Engineering will be busy 
from this time on arranging for coal, 
food, ammunition, and supplies of ev- 
ery character that will be needed by 
the fleet during its long voyage. 

The fleet will reach Trinidad, 1780 
knots, two days before Christmas. Rio 
Janeiro will be reached Jan. 10, and 
Magdalena Bay, on March 5. The fleet 
will remain at Magdalena Bay one 
month for target practice. 

San Francisco will be reached April 
10. The distance by this route is 
13,772 miles and the fleet will be cruis- 
ing 63 days and will be in port coal- 
ing and engaged in target practice 52 
days.

mitted ‘to the school. The board had 
a meeting Mon@ay night, but arrived at 


no conclusion. 

It is the first time in 20 years that 
application has been made for the ad- 
mission of a negro to the Collinsville 
High School. The question of her ad- 
mission has become a local issue. 

When the application came to City Su- 
perintendent Dorris, he referred it to 
the board... It was found that Single- 
ton was disposed to insist upon the 
right of his child to a high school edu- 
cation. He said that he weuld insist 
upon her admission to the. Collinsville 
school unless her tuition weré paid at 
the East St. Louis High School for 
negro children. 

The difficulties of the board were in- 
creased by the discovery that public 
sentiment seemed to be against the ad- 
mission of the girl. They had doubts 
whether school funds could legally be 
used for the purpose of sending her to 
East St. Louis. — 


Refusal Is Expected. 


Five of the six members of the board 
were at the meetirig, Monday night. The 
question was discussed at length, but 
final action was deferred to Wednesday 
night. 

It is the expectation of the towns- 
people that the board will not admit the. 
girl. Singleton has not indicated what 
his course will be in that event. 

For years there was litigation between 
negro parents and the Alton School Board 
over the refusal of the latter to admit 
negro children to white schools. The 
negroes had the law on their side, but 
time after time white Juries. disregard- 
ed the law and found against the ne- 
groes. Each time the higher ¢eourts re- 
versed and remanded the case, but the 
next time there was a trial the jery djd 
the same thing. 

Some of the negroes grew tired of the 
fight and sent their children to a sepa- 
rate schoo] that had been provided for. 
Others were kept out of school alto- 
gether by the controversy.

Mrs. Laura A. Blossom. mother of 
Howard A. Blossom of 829 Union boule- 
vard, is expected to reach St. Louis 
Tuesday night from her summer home 
in Long Island to attend his funeral. 
Arrangements for it wrll not be com- 
pleted until her return. 

Mr. Blossom, a _ pro.ninent. business 
man and clubman, died Saturday after 
an illness of only 48 hours. Announce- 
ment of the death was withheld until 
wife from New Lon- 
don, Conn., where she nas been spend- 
ing the summer with her son, Dwight 
Bradford Blossom, and her mother, Mrs. 
Mary Bradford. 

They reached St. Louts Monday after- 
noon. Mrs. Blossom ts an invalid and 
it was feared that if she learned sud- 
denly of her husband's death it would 
prove dangerous. 

Mr. Blossom was 55 years old and was 
formerly treasurer of the firm of H. M.

Crowns Them With Glorious Independence, 
So Be Careful to Treat Them Kindly. 





St. Louis is threatenec. with an office 
boy famine. 

The great American boy, despite his 
love for baseball and the manly sports, 
and his tendency to “‘soldier’’ when his 
boss’ back is turned, is in such big de- 
mand in the business world, that almost 
any concession, reasonable or unreason- 
able, is made to him to get his name on 
the payroll. 

With the public schools about to open, 
and the factory inspector and his staff 
of assistants, after employers of boys 
with a sharp stick, the matter of pro- 
curing dependable office assistants has 
become serious. 

All Want Boys. 

Even with the telegraph strike on and 
the messenger foree reduced one-half 
the companies are in sore straits for 
bovs. To fortify themselves against the 
depletion of their staff by the opening of 
school the district telegraph companies 
are employing all the boys they can get. 
They even have scouts out looking for 
boys. 

“It is now the case of the job looking 
for the boy, and not the boy looking 
for the job,’’ said the manager of one of 
the district telegraphs. “I can't find 
enough boys. It keeps me scheming all 
the time to get my business handled 
promptly and I am often compelled to 
hire men to help out. 

“The factory inspector has been after 
us to see that no boys under age are 
employed. No man » safe now in em- 
ploying a boy who doesn’t carry a cer- 
tified copy of his birth record in his 
pocket. We send boys every day to 
their priests for records of their chris- 
tening. 

Easy to Get Jobs. 

“Business men tell me they employ an 
office boy today, and that he gets a bet- 
ter job and is gone tomorrow. I am al- 
most afraid to send my best boys out on 
errands. They are nabbed up by law- 
yers, doctors and business men who 
seem to take special delight in preying 
upon my staff of future American citi- 
zens. 

“Boys are so scarce that they now 
have things almost their own way. 
My boy doesn't have to put up with 
any back talk from his boss. If any- 
one ‘calls down’ the office boy, just- 


ly or unjustly, the boy promptly 
fires himself and gets a better job in 
half an hour. 

“The spirit of independence was 
never greater among the boys. If 
they were to organize a union and go 
on a strike they could tie up business 





almost as completely as the telegraph 
strike has done. 

“An office boys’ union probably 
could get at least two afternoons a 
week off with free tickets to the ball 
games, almost any working hours 
they demand, and authority quite

equal to that of the boss himself. In 
salaries they could get almost any- 
thing they asked for, and they are 
getting that now.” 

Night Law Enforced. 

The new law which provides that 
boys under 16 years of age shall not 
be employed at night is being rigidly 
enforced by the State Factory In- 
spector. The vendors of “pop-corn,

When the parents of the child are 
able to pay for the milk, we charge 
them a cent per bottle for it. It re- 
quires ten or twelve bottles a day for 
the average baby, for a bottle means a 
feeding. Thus the milk costs from $< 
to $2.60 per month. 

This money that we get for the mili 
represents a scant third of its cost. The 
actual cost of the raw material, the milk, 
is less than one-third of the cost of 
preparation. The milk is tested, pas 
teurized, modified and cooled, and m 
must be employed to do all these 
things. The machinery used in these 
processes is very expensive, and must 
be continually renewed and “repaired. 


There are a thousand and one incidental] | 


expenses attached to the work, just as 
there are in every other kind of work 
—things that outsiders would never thin; 
of. 

These people are given the milk abso- 
lutely free of charge, with the addition 
of 12% pounds of ice per day, to keep 
the milk cool and sweet. The cost of 
this milk and of its preparation must be 
obtained through the generosity of the 
public. In what way has yours been 
conspicuous—by its greatness or by its 
absence? The continuation of this work 
during the cold weather depends on eacn 
individual person. Don’t think: ‘O, T 
couldn’t give enough to do any good; 
let those give who are able to help 
substantially.’’ This is not the spirit 
that will keep the work alive. Others 
are thinking the same thing ahout you 
when if he and you and everybody 
would giwe what yon can afford, the 
success of the work and the lives of the 
tenement babies would be assured.

CARDINAL'S COMING QUESTIONED 


Archbishop Glennon Says Reputed 
Visitor Can’t Speak English. 
Archbishop Glennon has no advices to 
the effect that Cardinal Bishop Vannu- 
telli will visit America to attend the Eu- 
charistic Congress of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in Pittsburg, Oct. 15-17. Mer. 
Lavelle of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New 
York City, is the authority for the state- 
ment, according to dispatches, that the 
Cardinal will attend the congress, 
preach in New York, visit President 
Roosevelt and make a tour of the prin- 


cipal cities of America. 

“There are two cardinals named Van- 
nutelli,”” said the Archbishop. “It may 
be Vincenzo Vannutelli or Serafino Van- 
nutelli. But neither of them could 
preach in English without a repetition 
of the Pentacostal miracle. I imagine 
that the report is unfounded.” 
According to the report, the Cardinal 
will visit the congress as special repre- 
sentative of the Pope and will be its 
temporary president.

Judge Smith McPherson of the United

strain Postmaster Wyman. from with- 
holding the company’s mail on a tem- 
porary order issued by the Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Postoffice De- 
partment.

_ To do away with grade crossings in St. Louis is 
going to cost a great deal of money, but owing 
to physical conditions, the improvement will not 
cost'as much here as it has in other cities. 

Th the first place, St. Louis has fewer danger- 
ous crossings than most of the great cities and, 
secondly, depression of the tracks is feasible here 
in many localities. 

Wherever’the grade crossing problem has been 
forted to a solution, railroad men have invariably 
insisted that the expense would be ruinous, but 
results have shown that they were mistaken. In 
all such calculations no account was taken of 
the benefits to be gained. 

Consulting their own interests, with minds open 
to the requirements and possibilities of the fu- 
ture, the transportation companies cannot fail to 
perceive that they have as much to gain by the 
improvement as the people have. 

If most cases where track elevation or depres- 
sion has been effected on a large scale, the ex- 
pense has been borne jointly by railroads and 
people. Such a plan is feasible here. 

It is within the power of the city government 
to abolish the deadly grade crossings. If it wants 
detailed information on the subject, there are a 
dozen cities North and East which will readily 
give it all the object lessons that it may need.

AN OLD TIME CHAMPIONSHIP RECALLED. 


Perhaps the greatest reversal of form ever shown by a ball team was in 
1882, when Boston beat out Chicago and Providence for the championship. In 
1882 John T. Morrill, a very young man at the Lime, did fairly well with the 
Boston team. Morrill supposed that he was to manage the club as well as 
captain the team the following season. President Soden had so notified him, 
but Messrs. Conant and Billings decided they would put John Burdock, their 
crack second baseman, in full charge of the team when their men went out for 
their first game. There was a conflict of authorities, and Burdock got the job 
as wnanager and asked Mr. Morrill to captain the team. Morrill refused to 
have a partner in the handling of the team, composed of but 11 men. John 
Burdock was full of enthusiasm, but not taken seriously by the players. Bitter 
factions had cropped out, until big John Whitney determi 9 throw the ball 
through Ezra Sutton at third base, losing several gape as Sutton was ever 
on the alert to dodge the bat that big Jim fired In his direction. It must be 
remembered that gloves were not in style with ball players of those days. 
The team reached Buffalo on July 4 in last place. There Mr. Morrill re- 
. Besiwes a telegram from Boston ordering him to take full charge of the club. 
~ Rurdock was well satisfied to give_up he job. The first thing that Morrill did 
- ‘was to call the men together and explain his ideas of running a ball club. 
-. Big Jim Whitney was ordered home. From that day the team commenced to 
win games and hold their own. Returning home, the team won 19 straight 
-~ games and romped off with the championship. Here was a tail-end team on 
~ July 4 winning the pennant without a sing'e change in the make-up of the 
> team. Two pitchers and two catchers did all of the work. Jim Whitney and 
"Charley Buffington pitched from the 45-foot mark, stepping over the line at 
wall, and proved invincible. Both men were over 6 feet in height, and had

Local wheat, depressed by 
mition, declined steadily Tuesday 
closed 1%c to 144c lower for the day. 

Liverpool cables closed ‘4d to 1d higher 
on spot wheat, and unchanged to %d 
higher on the futures. Antwerp wheat 
closed 1%c to l%&c higher, Berlin wheat 
%ec lower and Budapest wheat lec high- 
er. FEpadstreet’s reports shows a de- 
crease of 494,000 bu in the world’s visibie 
supply of wheat, compared with an ina- 
crease of 782,000 bu last week and an in- 
crease of 2,995,000 bu a year ago. The 
visible supply of wheat in Europe is 59,- 
832,000 bu, a deerease of 2,888,000 bu for 
the week. 

There was quite heavy long profit-tak- 
ing sales throughout the session, but 
the demand at most times was good. 
There was comparatively little short or 
bear selling, the offerings coming almost 
entirely from realizing longs. Very 
serious damage reports were again re- 
ceived from the Northwest. Threshing 
is going on at several places, and it 
was reported that several large areas 
are yielding only 6 to 8 bushels to the 
acre, while in no place does the yield 
exceed 12 bushels. The weather in the 
spring wheat belt was also complained 
of, it being stated that the continued 
heavy rains and low temperatures are 
delaying threshing, which in many sec- 
tions it' is a week to 10 days late. There 
were also complaints from Minneapolis 
of the quality of the wheat received 
there. European stocks are falling off 
rapidly,” and the strong export demand 
for American wheat continued. It was 
reported that Germany and England 
were sending good bids for red winter 
wheat, with the latter country also do- 
ing quite a business in durum wheat. 
There was also a good foreign demand 
for flour, and a large business, both do- 
mestic and foreign, was transacted in 
the latter staple, especially at Minne- 
apolis, though other markets were also 
active. The movement of wheat to the 
western markets continues heavy, and 
shipments somewhat backward, though 
lecal outgoings were fairly liberal. The 
cash demand at most western markets 
was dull, and increases in stocks were 
general. The very strong cash demand 
for spring wheat at the Northwestern 
markets continued, riowever, and stocks 
there continue to decrease rapidly. 
Trading in futures was active, and 
more or less iiquidation was going on 
all day. The demand was quite good, 
and several rallies were made, but were 
lost an dthe close was at the day’s low 
woint. September wheat ope ned ee low- 
er, at 88%c, declined vg 8Si4c, advanced 
to 88%c, back to 88%c, was bid up to 
894c, and then Rectiaed steadily to &&c, 
where it closed with offerings.

Was on Way Eome. 

Saturday night the girl, who has been 
an orphan almost from infancy, and 
who, up to the time of her adoption by 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis Hale, ‘was the ward 
of a well-known Methodist pastor of 
St. Louis, left her work at 10 o’clock. 
She boarded an Olive car, got a trans- 
fer and alighted at Jefferson avenue. 

She waited 20 minutes before a car 
came. According to the story she told, 
the conductor on the Jefferson avenue 
line refused to take her transfer and 
told her she would have to get off. She 
expostulated, declaring that the car 
was the first in nearly half an hour 
since she alighted from the Olive street 
line. 

She had money with her, but became 
indignant at the attitude of the con- 
ductor, and refused to pay another fare. 
The conductor said the time limit of the 
transfer had expired. She says she 
got up from her seat and the 
conductor pulled the bell rope just 
as she was stepping off the footboard. 
She lost her balance and fell back- 
wards, striking her head on the pave- 
ment.
